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GHI Board Ends Ban on Additions 
Will Convert Steam Plant to Hot Water

At the June 10 regular Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board 
meeting, actions were taken on some matters of direct interest to 
members - electrical “heavy-up” (on which the present morator¬ 
ium on additions has been dependent), further conversion of 
steam plants - and others of longer-range importance were partly 
resolved, such as proposed painting regulations. 


The moratorium on additions or¬ 
iginally arose from a decision of 
the County Department of Per¬ 
mits In August, 1975 which forbade 
electrical heavy-up of individual 
homes. The County’s chief electri¬ 
cal inspector has now rescinded this 
decision, on condition that the ca¬ 
pacity of the main line switch to 
each home will be increased when 
the load approaches its present 
capacity. The staff is responding 
to this requirement by installing 
(through a contractor) main line 
switch “disconnects” on six remain¬ 
ing buildings that do not now have 
them, and will carry out electrical 
heavy-up on individual homes as 
needed. 

Because of this eased situation 
with respect to electrical supply 
to homes, the staff recommended 
to the board that it consider lifting 
the moratorium on building addi¬ 
tions “at least on a limited basis” 
for those members whose proposed 
constructions meet both County 
electrical codes and GHI regula¬ 
tions. The board appeared to prefer 
the more cautious approach of 
waiting until a complete policy on 
additions can be worked out— 
probably in a month or so - but 
indicated its willingness to accom¬ 
modate members in urgent need 
for space, as summed up bv board 
chairman James Smith: “The cor¬ 
poration is anticipating the lifting 
of its moratorium on additions, 
and those members who are inter¬ 
ested in adding on this year should 
let the manager know of their in ¬ 
tentions as soon as possible.” 

Steam Plant £23 

An important proposal by man¬ 
agement and new staff engineer 
Dean Mulder to convert the large 
steam plant No. 23 and the units 
served by this plant, from the 
present central steam heating sys¬ 
tem to a central hot water system 
- instead of converting to 20 in¬ 
dividual row type hot water sys¬ 
tems as has been so far considered 

was taken up by the board. The 
former procedure, if applied to all 
the four large steam plants, would 
cost around .$300,000, whereas con¬ 
version to many individual systems 
is estimated to cost about $1,300,000, 
so that a savings of about $1,000,000 
is envisaged. Further advantages 
would be a much shorter time need¬ 
ed for total conversion (two years 
as compared to possibly five years), 
no loss of investment already made 
in repair of the steam plant sys¬ 
tem. easier maintenance and less 
pollution. The board saw much 
merit in this proposal, but faced a 
problem of policy in manager Roy 
Breashear’s request to bypass soli¬ 
citing of sealed bids in favor of 
“adding on” this work to the cor¬ 
poration’s present contract with 
Arey Co. Also, there was some 
feeling among board members, es¬ 
pecially director Mary Clarke, that 
actions were being taken in a “has- 
tv fashion”; this feeling was prob¬ 
ably reinforced to some extent by 
the manager’ own expressed desire 
for bringing in a consultant on the 
project. A GHI member from 
the floor asked why the whole con¬ 
version could not be delayed until 
next vear. On the other hand, di¬ 
rector Don Volk and former di¬ 
rector Nat Shinderman saw no 
neto for a consultant unless man¬ 
agement felt stronsrto about it. Af¬ 
ter staff engineer Mulder expressed 
his opinion that the estimated cost 
of the “add-on” work, about $54,000 


was reasonable when compared to 
known cost per unit of the work al¬ 
ready carried out by Arey, and af¬ 
ter being assured of the legality of 
the “add-on” procedure in this 
case by opinions from counsel Al¬ 
bert Ginsberg, the board formally 
approved the manager’s request, 
with director Clarke opposed.

PROCLAMATION 

. . , “We hold these truths to be self-evident; that all men are 
created equal; that they are endowed by their creator with 
certain inalienable rights: that among these are life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness; that to secure these rights, gov¬ 
ernments are instituted among men, deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the governed; that whenever any form of 
government becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right 
of the people to alter or to abolish it . . 

WHEREAS, 200 years ago, on this 2nd day of July, Delegates of 
the Thirteen Colonies to the Second Continental Congress in Phila¬ 
delphia passed a resolution of independence and declared that these 
“United Colonies are, and of right ought to be, free and independent 
states”; and 

WHEREAS, on July 4, 1776 the Congress, without one dissenting 
colony, adopted a statement setting forth the reasons for this declara¬ 
tion of independence, and John Hancock, President of the Congress, 
signed this “DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE” and ordered it 
proclaimed in each of the united states; and 

WHEREAS, John Adams, patriot and witness of this historic 
event, stated that “It ought to be commemorated, as the Day of 
Deliverance ... It ought to be solemnized with Pomp and Parade, with 
Shews, Games, Sports. Guns Bells, Bonfires and Illuminations from 
one End of this Continent to the other from this Time forward forever 
more”; and upon the public reading of this Declaration of Independence

“mutually pledged to each other their Lives, their Fortunes, and their 
Sacred Honour”; and, throughout this Nation and throughout the 
world, freedom-loving people will join in the commemoration of this 
day, and the years and the struggles which followed to assure and 
maintain this independence; and 

WHEREAS, on July 4, 1976, at 2 P.M. (EDST), the Liberty Bell 
in Philadelphia will be rung to lead a two-minute ringing of bells, 
blowing of horns and sirens, and making of other joyous noises 
throughout this land to celebrate and solemnize this Birthday of our 
Nation; 

NOW THEREFORE, I, Gil Weidenfeld. Mayor of the City of 
Greenbelt, Maryland, by authority vested in me by the Council and 
the citizens of Greenbelt, hereby issue this Proclamation on this 
second day of July, the day of the adoption of the resolution of 
independence, and I urge all citizens to join in the celebration of the

by the ringing of bells, the blowing of sirens and horns, and the 
making of other noises throughout the city, and by attending the 
ceremonies at the Center Mall, so that we may show our love for our 
country, pay tribute to the patriots and men and women who have 
passed down to us our proud heritage, and express our confidence 
in our future and the future of mankind; and I urge all citizens to 
remember and be ever mindful of the words of the founders of this 
Nation and to pledge themselves to cherish our Nation's Independence 
and be alert to assure that the rights with which it endows us may be 
passed from generation to generation - “from this time forward 
forever more.” 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF I have hereunto set my hand and 
caused the Seal of the City of Greenbelt to be affixed this 2nd day of 
July, 1976.

Disaster Alert Plan 
Under Consideration 

Local officials are now consider¬ 
ing an areawide plan drawn up by 
the Council of Governments (COG) 
which will alert residents of any 
impending natural disaster. The 
plan, called “Attention Alert.” was 
prepared by COG's Disaster and 
Emergency Preparedness Technical 
Committee and requires approval 
by local governments before it can 
be implemented. 

Support for preparing such a 
plan grew out of experiences dur¬ 
ing Tropical Storm Agnes in 1972 
and other severe storms, which re- 
stt&ed in public and official concern 
about the need to provide more ra¬ 
pid information to the general pub¬ 
lic about disaster and emergency 
-•situations.

Renters Tax Increased .. 

The Prince George's County 
Council voted June 1 to continue 
the controversial apartment tax for 
another year, raising the rate to 4 
per cent. At the same time Council 
voted to keep the property tax rate 
at $3.37 per $100 assessed valuation, 
the same as last year. 

The apartment tax is expected to 
bring in the needed seven million 
dollars to pay for the $419 million 
budget passed May 14. 

Voting against the apartment tax 
were Council members Parris Glen- 
dening, David Hartlove and Dar¬ 
lene White. Several other members 
of council expressed dissatisfaction 
with the tax, although voting in fa 
vor of it. They are concerned that 
the t^x is dividing the county into 
opposing groups and hope to find 
a better wav to equalize anv dis¬ 
parity between what ; homeowners 
and apartment renters pay for 
county services. \ 

Like last year’s rental tax, CB-77 
requires landlords to make a “good 
faith” effort at collecting the four 
percent levy. 

Exempt from the rental charge 
are those GO or older, disabled ten¬ 
ants earning $8000 or less annually, 
those receiving public assistance or 
a housing subsidy other than mil 
tary reimbursement, apartments 
renting for $165 or less monthly 
and families of six or more living 
in apartments costing $250 or less 
monthly. Last year’s tenant tax 
exempted apartments costing $150 
or less and tenants 65 or older. 

Property owners will face higher 
taxes this year, though. The state 
Board of Public Works increased 
the state property tax rate from 21 
to 23 cents per $100 and the Council 
increased the storm drainage ad 
valorem rate by 2.5 cents. Reas¬ 
sessment will also add to property 
owner’s costs.

MISSING SOMETHING? 

Have you lost a pig? A fresh pie? 
A cooked turkey? A bag of booze? 
Your arts and crafts supplies? 
Work boots? Maybe you haven't 
but some residents have lost these 
articles by either placing them too 
close to their refuse can or in a 
can that looks like a refuse can. 
Many Greenbelt residents expect 
City refuse collectors to take bags 
and boxes of trash and other arti¬ 
cles which are placed on top of f 
beside or in the front of their 
garbage cans. Further, Ifiey com¬ 
plain when the City collectors don’t 
take these items. Other residents 
have placed articles of value in 
the same location. Many residents 
place with their trash articles of 
equal value that they don’t want. 
The refuse collector can’t always 
tell what is trash and what is not, 
particularly when a valuable article 
is placed in a grocery bag or a 
plastic trash bag, which has hap¬ 
pened. 

Another problem with some GHI 
homes is that the trash cans are 
not kept in the garbage closets. A 
now collector, unfamiliar with the 
route, may not realize where the 
trash cans are kept and if he 
looks into a trash closet and finds 
a can that looks like a trash can 
with stuff in it, he is apt to take 
it away.

Open Letter 

My wile and I visit the lake 
park nearly every day. Whenever 
we tour the park on foot, we ha¬ 
bitually pick up beer cans, candy 
wrappers, and other litter. These 
tokens of our “throwaway” civili¬ 
zation, catch our attention just as 
refiexively as they were discarded 
by some unknown, unconstrained 
park visitors who preceeded u.. 
With the July 4th festivities close 
approaching, we think this is a 
good time to stimulate public a- 
wareness, and to engage a cooper¬ 
ative effort in protecting the park 
from human abuse. 

We have lived in Greenbelt four 
years, long enough to notice an ac¬ 
celerating popularity of the lake 
park and a corresponding deterior¬ 
ation of its condition. Much of the 
destruction happens during per- 
iods of heavy use on weekends, 
when Greenbelt citizens appear to 
be greatly outnumbered by throngs 
of visitors who live elsewhere. Last 
winter, we observed juveniles and 
adults who attacked the trees a- 
long the lake to build fires. On 
hot days last summer, we saw peo¬ 
ple swimming in the lake. Almost 
any weekend, one can observe mo¬ 
tor-bikes along the lake path. The 
mountain laurel bushes are being 
transplantd to private gardens. 
Healthy trees bear the marks of 
axes and knife-wielding graffitti 
specialists. Anything that can be 
maliciously disabled at the play¬ 
ground usually has been. 

We have not looked passively on 
this misbehavior. Whenever possible, 
we have tried, firmly, but politely, 
to put a stop to it. There has 
never been a police officer in sight 
on these occasions, and so we were 
encouraged to read about plans for 
a special park patrolman. If he is 
permitted to do his patrolling on 
foot he could do a great deal of 
good. 

The city can take other specific 
steps to reduce the park's vulner¬ 
ability. One is to pass an ordinance 
banning disposable beverage con¬ 
tainers within park boundaries. 
While not completely enforceable, 
such an ordinance could be used 
to restrict activities likely to create 
a public nuisance. 

Evergreens ought to be planted 
at strategic points along Lakecrest 
Drive, and between the Beltway 
exit ramp and the park. A clear 
view of the lake from these road¬ 
ways serves much the same pur¬ 
pose as would an advertising bill¬ 
board inviting the general public 
to use the park. Visitors should 
be welcomed, but not solicited. 

The July 4th celebrations provide 
another opportunity for the city 
to take a positive stand. The a- 
mount of careless littering we have 
seen on Independence Day has 
been nothing less than shocking. 
It would help to have extra trash 
receptacles placed where people 
could use them. It would also help 
to instruct the police and park 
guards to be concerned about peo¬ 
ple who throw objects into the 
lake, or about people who leave 
their picnic garbage on the grass. 
It is a big job to control the 
crowd before and after the fire¬ 
works, but it is not impossible to 
issue a few perintent warnings 
to individuals who treat the lake 
park as just another disposable 
commodity.' 

The real problem with the 4th of 
July is that it simply amplifies a 
level of mindless destruction that 
threatens the lake park through¬ 
out the year. This day ought to 
elicit a special feeling of respect 
and pride in the land we share. 
Surely this sentiment would not be 
lost on our visitors if it were pro¬ 
perly expressed. The city has an 
opportunity, on the 4th of July, to 
create an atmsophere of apprecia¬ 
tion for our country, and for the 
land on which America has pros¬ 
pered, People are attracted to 
Greenbelt partly because it always 
has been a place of community. 
Now is the time to celebrate our 
community spirit but also to remind 
our visitors tht we will not toler¬ 
ate their careless habits. 

The care of our city rests with 
11 of us, not just the police and 
na/rks crew.

have been devoting much time to 
the problem of set&ng up worka¬ 
ble guidelines for painting the walls 
and trim of member’s homes. A 
first draft of such regulations was 
presented at the meeting by Volk, 
consisting of general statements on 
painting policy followed by details 
on trim painting, wall painting and 
enforcement by the corporation. 
Broadly speaking, the corporation 
takes the responsibility for paint¬ 
ing trim on the basic homes (not 
additions); and will do so on a reg¬ 
ular basis. Only one trim color 
will be used in each row, in gener¬ 
al; exceptions will have to satisfy 
the two conditions of neighbo;; a- 
greement and GHI approval. The 
possible trim colors will be chosen 
from an approved list. Other con¬ 
ditions for exceptions were includ¬ 
ed in Volk’s draft, as were details 
of possible wall paint choices and 
combinations and also definitions 
of demarcation lines to be used 
between units (downspouts, set¬ 
back line, etc.). 

Much discussion and question¬ 
ing followed Volk’s presentation. 
Volk himself noted some additions 
he wanted to make to the draft, 
and the manager put forth some 
suggestions to clarify items he- 
arvd some board members did 
not understand. However, the 
draft was adopted, with directors 
Clarke and Jim Wright opposed; 
but chairman Smith asked Volk 
and the managers to get together 
and work out the problem spots in 
the regulations. 

Though the painting policy thus 
did still not achieve final resolution, 
action was taken earlier in the 
meeting to hire a low-bidding com¬ 
pany—operated by a former GHI 
maintenance foreman, Mr. Gehr- 
ing —to paint the trim on 140 ma¬ 
sonry homes and 236 frame homes, 
at a cost of $54,400. 

Administration Building 

Late in the meeting, manager 
Breashears put forth more clearly 
a proposal he has already men¬ 
tioned briefly in other recent board 
meetings to (a) make changes in 
the inside structure of the admin¬ 
istrative building for the purpose 
of more efficient use of space, and 
(b) to panel and paint the board- 
room. He estimated the costs at 
about $5000 for the former step 
and $4000 for the latter. As before, 
reaction was negative on the sec¬ 
ond item from directors Clarke and 
Volk, who both felt boardroom 
renovation was not really neces¬ 
sary; Volk cited the corporation’s 
forthcoming budget problems as a 
reason that "we should keep a 
tight rein". After hearing the pros 
(from director Norman Weyel) and 
cons, Smith suggested the manager 
could proceed with making plans 
if the amount were kept below the 
$9000 figure he quoted. 

Assistant Manager 

Breashears also announced he 
has decided on the man who will 
fill the newly created position of 
assistant manager; Kenneth Kop- 
stein, of White Plains, N.Y. In 
response to a question from the au¬ 
dience, Smith and Shinderman 
vouchsafed that Kopstein was the 
best candidate found after an ex¬ 
tensive search.

(to the moon), even if the direc¬ 
tion could be controlled, and even 
if people inside it could survive the 
shock of being fired off. 

“But let us suppose men could 
invent some machine that made 
power in itself and could keep on 
doing so, such as a flying-machine. 
The first difficulty is that, when it 
got very high, even if the passen¬ 
gers took air with them to breathe, 
there would not be enough air for 
the machine to work against .... 

"The passengers would have to 
travel through the cold of space . . . 
and it is certain that only a few 
minutes of it would freeze any hu¬ 
man being to death." 

That’s that for space travel, and 
three cheers for Charles Darwin.

Chief Lane Offers Home 
Tips Against Burglars 

‘ jtjurglars, sneak thieves and 
second-story men are getting ready 
for another season,” says Greenbelt 
Police Chief William Lane. Sum¬ 
mer time is ideal for their illegal 
trade because the weather is plea¬ 
sant and people frequently leave 
their doors and windows open. 

Some especially careless people 
even go off for long vacations and 
forget to do a few simple things 
that would protect their homes 
while they are away. 

The Police Department needs 
your help and cooperation in order 
to protect your property. Please 
note the following suggestions: 

( 1 ) Give tile home a “lived-in” 
look. (2) “Button-up” the house. 
(3) Reduce risk, (4) Tell the right 
people, 

“The first step is to give the va¬ 
cant house a ‘lived-in’ look,” said 
Chief Lane. This means to make it 
appear that someone is home. While 
you are away, make arrangements 
to have the lawn mowed, handbills 
and circulars picked up, the side¬ 
walk swept. Hav£ mail forwarded 
or held at the post office. Cancel 
milk, newspaper and other deliv¬ 
eries, so they don’t accumulate on 
the doorstep. 

Light is one of the burglar’s 
worst enemies. He hates to work 
in a lighted place and when house 
lights are left on, he will believe 
someone is home. But if the same 
light is burning night and day, 

this is' a tip-off that no one is 
there. Use an automatic timer to 
turn lights on at dusk and off at 
bedtime. A good idea is to have 
one timer-controlled light down 
stairs, or in the living room and 
another, with a later “turn-off” 

time, upstairs in the bedrooms. 

Outside lights at the front door 

and in the yard are also good 
prowler-chasers and should also be 
timer-controlled to turn off at bed 
time. Window shades and blinds 
should be left partly open, not tight¬ 
ly closed. Closed blinds mean an 
empty house and also allow an in¬ 
truder to move about freely, once 
inside, without fear of being seen. 

A “lived-in” look will usually dis¬ 
courage all but the most determined 
burglar. To stop the bold ones who 
may still attempt to break in, the 
home should be tightly “buttoned 
up.” 

“Buttoning- up” the house means 
closing up every possible entrance. 
Strong locks should be placed on 
all doors, particularly rear or side 
doors which can not easily be 
watched. Use a lock with the 
“dead lock” feature; that is, one 
with a bolt that cannot be pushed 
back by a knife blade or thin 
strip of celluloid. If a door has a 
glass panel which could be broken 
to allow access to the inside lock, 
be sure to use one which can be 
opened only with a key. Windows 
also should be locked and screens 
securely fastened from the inside. 
Garage doors should be closed and 
locked for several reasons. An 
open door and empty garage is a 
tip-off that no one is home. Also 
the garage may contain tools. lad 
dors, etc. which could be stolen or 
used to br^ak into the house. Base¬ 
ment windows are frequently over 
looked but could admit prowlers if 
not locked. Be sure to USE the 
locks every time you leave, even 
for a few minutes. 

If, in spite of all your precau¬ 
tions, your home is burglarized 
while you are away, make sure

duee the possible loss by keeping 
all jewelry, cash, securities and 
other valuable items in a safe de¬ 
posit box. Maintain an up-to-date 
list of appliances, tools and other 
property, including serial numbers 
or other identifying marks. This 
will help the police in locating any 
stolen items which the thieves may 
try to sell. 

Last, but not least, is notifica¬ 
tion of your Police Department. 
Tell them when you are leaving, 
where you will be, and when you 
will return. The police will then 
check your home at frequent in¬ 
tervals during your absence. It is 
also a good idea to notify one 
trusted neighbor and to leave a 
key in case of emergency. Don’t 
tell everyone in the neighbor¬ 
hood, however and don’t allow the 
local newspaper to publish a notice 
of your trip in advance. Tell them 
about it after you return. 

“By following these tips”, says 
Chief Lane, “you will greatly re¬ 
duce the chances of being burglar¬ 
ized. Most burglars are looking for 
‘easy pickings,’ and won’t bother

Greenbelt Joins Area Cities 
In Comments on Parkway Plans

At a public meeting held on June 28, representatives of the 
Maryland State Highway Administration (SHA) listened to com¬ 
ments and answered questions by citizens and local officials con¬ 
cerning the Baltimore-Washington Parkway Study. After open¬ 
ing remarks by M. S. Caltrider, SHA district engineer, and Lou 
Helwig, project manager, a description of the study was given 
by Lowell Bridwell, the consultant hired by SHA. 


Bridwell presented the follow¬ 
ing six alternatives: 1) no major 
reconstruction; 2) reconstruction 
with minimal widening and lim¬ 
ited truck traffic; 3) six lanes with 
limited truck traffic; 4) six to eight 
lanes with bus/carpool lanes and 
limited truck traffic; 5) six lanes 
with truck traffic throughout; 6) 
eight lanes with truck traffic 
throughout. After discussing the 
six alternatives, Bridwell recom¬ 
mended that only the first three 
alternatives be retained for fur¬ 
ther study. 

Comment from Greenbelt 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld present¬ 
ed the Greenbelt City Council’s 
position at the meeting. Weiden¬ 
feld expressed the city’s support 
for Alternative 1, but recommend¬ 
ed that if Alternative 2 is select¬ 
ed no widening be made north 
of the Capital Beltway and that 
the ban on truck traffic remain in 
effect Weidenfeld made it known 
that the Greenbelt City Council 
considers Alternative 3 totally un¬ 
acceptable. In an addendum, the 
mayor recommended the construc¬ 
tion of a bikeway within the Park¬ 
way right-of-way. 

Speaking for the Sierra Club, 
Greenbelter Rhea Cohen supported 
Alternative 1 as the best of the 
six alternatives presented. Cohen 
criticized the proposed new inter¬ 
change connecting the Parkway 
to the Beltway and Greenbelt 
Hoad for encroaching on parkland 
and other open space. She also 
criticized the consultant for fail¬ 
ing to study the impact that the 
different alternatives would have 
on the amount of photochemical 
oxidents and lead in the atmos¬ 
phere. 

Greenbelt councilman Thomas 
White also criticized the consult¬ 
ant’s study by questioning its as¬ 
sumption that the proposed Indus¬ 
trial Freeway in the District of 
Columbia, into which Parkway 
traffic would funnel, would in fact 
be built. (The District government 
has, in fact, rejected the plan.) 

Alfred Lowery, another Green¬ 
belt citizen condemned the study 
for its failure to consider a true 
no-build and no-cost alternative. 
Even Alternative 1, Lowery point¬ 
ed out, would cost at least $46 
million. The only other Greenbelt¬ 
er to testify was this reporter, who 
supported Alternative 1 and urged 
that serious consideration be given 
to building a bikeway within the 
context of the Parkway Study. 

Comment from Other Areas 

Robert O’Conner, mayor of Chev- 
erly, expressed that city’s opposi¬ 
tion to any widening and its sup¬ 
port of the current ban on truck 
traffic. Similar sentiments were 
expressed by Mr. Asbee of the East 
Pines Citizens Association in River- 
dale. Asbee also recommended that 
federal jurisdiction over the Park¬ 
way be continued. 

The City of New Carrollton, rep¬ 
resented by Mayor Harding, went 
on record as opposed to any widen¬ 
ing and also opposed to truck traf¬ 
fic. Mayor Harding, however, dis¬ 
sented from the New Carrollton 
City Council’s support of Alternative 
1, expressing his own personal pre¬ 
ference for Alternative 2. Alterna¬ 
tive 2 was also favored by Mayor 
Cristofane of Bladensburg. 

Jim Clark, representing the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia Department of 
Transportation, expressed his de¬ 
partments’ opposition to any wid¬ 
ening beyond six lanes. Additional 
lanes, Clark stated, should be re¬ 
served for buses and carpools. 
Clark was concerned that widening 
of the Parkway might adversely 
affect patronage on the Metro sys¬ 
tem. 

Overall, a majority of those tes¬ 
tifying at the meeting supported 
Alternative 1, while a minority of 
sneakers favored Alternative 2. 
None of the citizens present ox- 
pressed any support for Alterna¬ 


tives 3, 4, 5 or 6. It thus seems 
reasonable to expect that SHA will 
approve the consultant’s recom¬ 
mendation to discard Alternatives 
4, 5 and 6. A formal decision has 
not yet been made, however.
